Ware merchant, who shot himself yes- 
terday afternoon in his home at Fifth 
street and Parallel avenue. : 

“I did so,’ he wrote in reference to 
his entrance into politics, ‘‘from the 
purest motives, and not from any mone- 
tary consideration. I knew the fascina- 
tion of the game, but unless a man is 
very rich or very poor he had best take 
no active part in it. During my life I 
have not accepted a dollar of tainted 
nroney nor taken advantage of the mis- 
fertunes of others, though [L, have had 
many opportunities. I will go to my 
grave an honest man, although I do not 
think I am entitled to any great credit 
for this. 

Enters Politics As Reformer. 


‘‘During the year 1990, two of our good 


citizens were making a strenuous fight 
for the benefit of the people of. this city 
to ol.tain a better street car service and 
a lower fare without any expectations 
of reward except the applause of their 
fellow citizens.

Saturday Was First Day on 
Which Taxes Could Be 
eee Paid i in City. sohaal 


A crowd that ite no time during the 
day numbered less than 500 and at 
the noon hour rose to 3000, thronged 
#nd sweltered about a counter not 
over 50 feet long in the Collector's of- 


Hiee at the City Hall Saturday to save 


a small rebate on their city taxes of- 
fered by the Coilector for prompt pay- 
ment. Sept. 1 was the first day 
Which the taxes could be paid. 
Two uniformed policemen and two 
plain clothes men from the Central 
District were assigned to watch the 


crowd. Every taxpayer present had 
on him an unusual amount of money 
and many of the women kept. their 
money in their hands from the time 
they entered the office and began 
their long, weary fight for a stand, at 
the counter. 

It was a bargain day. Almost ons 
half were women. Many of them st oun 
for hours to save a sum of money 
which in few instancés exceeded 10 
cents. The rebate offered was 8 per 
cent per annum. As the taxes are due 
as well as payable Jan. 1, the nébate 
is only for the four months ! from 
September to January, wr Rage per 
cent. This rebate is‘ allo ly on 
the city portion of the tax “i 0 that 
the percentage allowed on the total 
bill is about 1.5-per cent. This al- 
lowance On $100 taxes would be.$1.50. 
Not one in 100 of the bills paid 
amounted to $100. Some of the bills 
that women scrambled to pay amount- 
ed to no more than 60 cents, and the 
rebate was 1 nt or less. 


Corporations Sent Checks. , . 


The big corporations whose taxes run 
up into hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars were not represented in the scram- 
‘ble. For the past month they have been 
sending. in to ascertain’ the exact } 
amount of their bills if paid on Sept. 1. 
These taxpayers sent certified checks 
for this amount through the mails so 
as to reach the office Saturday. <A large’ 
number of individual taxpayers also 
used this method of avoiding the rush. 

The office force of the Collector’s of- 
fice worked until midnight Friday fig- 
uring the rebates for applicants in per- 
son and by mail The office will be 
kept open until 6 o'clock Saturday 
receive taxes. 

The collections last year amounted 
to $2,300,000 on the first day. This nion- 
ey, a large part of which is in certified 
checks, negotiable with difficulty,” is 
taken to the bank for safekeeping by 
previcus arrangement. A earriage drives 
up to the Twelfth stréet entrance of tlie 
City Hall and four men, one carrying a 
big leather grip, climb into it and are 
whisked away. All the men are se- 
lected for their resolution, They are 
thoroughly armed and prepared to give 
battle to raiders.

Negro Prisoner Says He Ac- 
companied Pirie’s Slayer.

WAS COMPELLED TO GO 





‘Met Small Black Man, He De- 
- glares, Who Made Him 


A negro, Sat Jackson, in Jail at 
Clayton for disturbing the peace of his 
employer, W. J. Dwyer of Etzel avenue, 
bevond the city limits, says he was a 
wiiness to the assassination of A, FH. 
Pirie, at Ferguao n June, 1901, which 
has been one of. the unsolved crime 
mysteries cf St. Louls County. 

After he was arrested at the instance 
of Mr. Dwyer, Constables Bellairs and 
Hanson questioned Jackson so persist- 
ently about the disturbance with which 
was charged that, to change the sub- 
ject, he told them he could tel) them 
something about the Killing of Mr. 
Pirie. He then told them what he said 
he knew about il, 

Saturday he told this story of the 
killing to a Post-Dispatch reporter; 

“I don't remember the date, but it 
was in the summer time five years ago. 
One evening about 6 o'clock I was 
walking past Tenth and Biddle streets 
when a small black man, a stranger to 
me, asked me if I didn’t ‘want to take; 
acar ride. I told him no. He said that 
if 1 didn’t go with him would beat 
me. I started to run away, but he’ 
caught me and held me and \ thought 
I had better go with him. 


Held for Thirty Days. 


‘We got on a Sttburban car and went 
Ferguson. We walked about two 
got ott the car.

man With me told: me “he hati had some 
words with a man out there and he 
was going toO~kill him. I told him he

“It was about $ o'clock in the even- 
ing when:the man was shot.

Rellairs and Hanson say that Jackson 

told them Friday the strange fegro told 
him on the way out that he was going 
io rob a man, but Jackson said Saiur- 
day he had not made such a Statement. ’ 

fie says he hever told anybody about 
it because he was afraid, he would get 
into trouble. He thinks he could tden- 
tify the man, but says he has never seen 
him since and.does not know his name. 
Jackson has been sent to Jail for 26 
days for disturbing thepeace. While 
he is there his story will be investigated. 
No action will be taken against bim for 
complicity in the mtrder until his Jail 
term expires, If the information given 
by him leads‘ to arre#ts he will probably 
be used as a State witness.

Got Drug on Prescriptions. 


While working at the Y. M. C. A., the 
retired preacher had been a constant 
user of drugs. Only two blocks away 
from the house where he had lived was 
the drug store where he had puchased 
his supplies. The store 1s at the corner 
of Channing avenue and QO.ive street, 
and is conducted by John M. Martin. 
Mr. Martin told a Post-Dispatch re- 
pores Saturday morning that he had 
cnown the preacher-doorman for some 
time, and that he Knew he used opium. 

“He used to get prescriptions for the 
stuff, and bought it here.’ said Mr. 
Martin. “I have sold him as much as 
three drams at a time. Formerly he 
used it in the powdered gum torm, but 
lately he used the liquid. I presume 
this habit had a good deal to do with 
his weak physical condition, and it may 
have hastened his death.”’ 

Mrs. Hilbert says that the former 
minister was hot only a drug fiend but 
that he used whisky as well. He 
not go to saloons, she says, but brought 
it home and drank it in his own room. 
Practically all his money went in this 
way, she says. . 

But at the Y¥. M. C. A. they refuse 
to believe the drinking story ang further 
than that Aston was known to’ be inor- 
dinately fond of coffee they cannot re- 
member ever seeing anyihinge ty mak: 
them suspect he was the victim of a 
drug habit. 

Nothing is known of Aston's family 
or home at the Y¥. M. C. A. The officers 
and employes simply know him there as 
a retired minister who had come to

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MANY DEATHS AT 
THIS “BABY FARM 


Heat and Malnutrition Blamed 
by Sanitary Inspector for 
Infant Mortality. 


The St. Louis Sanitary Office has just 
completed the examination of a “baby 
farm’ at 1423 Cass avenue, to which at- 
tention was directed by Mortuary Clerk 
Edmunds because of the large number 
of infant deaths which occurred there 
during the heated term. 


The list of deaths which caused the in- 
vestigation was as foilows: 

Aug. 7, George Smith,.inanition and 
malnutrition, aged 7 days. 

Aug. 8, Allie Smith, gastro-enteritis 
and talnutrition, aged 14 days. 

_ Aug. 8 Joseph Williams, gastro-enter- 
ius and malnutrition, aged 15 days. 

Aug. 10, Catherine H. Tobin, gastro- 
enteritis and malnutrition, aged 3¥°days. 

Aug ll, Edith Kingsbury, gastro-enter- 
itis and malnutrition, aged 21 days. 

Aug. -12, Marie Randall, gastro-enter- 
itis and malnutrition, aged 12 days. 
Aug. 15, Grace Lamott®, gastro-enter- 
itis and malnutrition, aged 41 days. 

Aug. 23, Mary—Brown, gastro-enterities 
and matnutrition, aged 45 days. 

All the death certificates are signed 
by Dr. W. A. Smith, a physician whom 
thee health officers assert is in good 
Standing. His office is at 94 North 
Twenty-second street. 

The investigation resulted tn a clean 
bill of ‘health for the “baby farm.,”’ 

“Imspector O'Neill of the Sanitary Di- 
vision conducted the investigation,”’ said 
Acting Health Commissioner Francis. 
“Tie found that the cause of the large 
number of deaths ‘was the hot weather 
and the fact that the infants were dis- 
carded by their parents and turned over 
to the ‘baby farm’ to be cared for. The 
infants when received are always poor- 
ly nourished by their mothers and for 
other reasons are poorly fitted to take 
up the’battle for life.”’ 

‘“‘The ‘baby farm’. is operated by a 
woman named Mrs. Weber,’’ said In- 
spector O’Neill.. “‘She has only a small 
place of three rooms but these rooms 
are scrupulously clean. J] went over the 
premises thoroughly and found no cause 
for Condemnation. The large number of 
deaths was entirely due to the poor nu- 
trition of -the infants. before they 
reached Mrs. Weber and to the hot 
weather at the time. I reported that 
the Healfh Department had no reason 
.to interfere.”

Nationalizing of State Banks 
Believed to Account for 
This Loss, 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 1.—Indica- 
tive of the prosperity of Missouri today 
and the increase of wealth in the past 10 
years is‘the report today made puwolic by 
the State Banking mh ag showing 
the condition of banks and trust com- 
panies of the State, aside from the na- 
tional banks, which make no report to 
the State Departme§e 

The deposits h the State banks and 
trust companies Missouri July 10 last, 
the date on which the conditon of all 
was taken, amounted ‘to $221,456,996.57. 
This is an increase over May 29, 1906, the 
nearest corresponding date of last year, 
of $5,991,713.88, and an increase Over April 
13, 1896, of $147,952,979.92. 

In 1896 trust compunies were not re- 
quired to make reports to. the State 


Report of Department aoe 
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Banking Department, and no reports are 
on file for the trust companies of that 
year. However, 10 years ago there were | 
comparatively few trust companies 

the State. At this time there are 
while there are 905 incorporated 
private banks. 


Is Outside Large Cities, 


An examination of the records shows 
that the greater part of the increase 
of the past year is outside the large | 
cities. In the banks outside of St. Louis, 
Kansas City and St. Joseph, the in- 
crease in 1906 over 190 was $7,330,282.73. 
This is greater by nrore than $1,000,000 
than the increase for the entire State, 
showing a falling off in the deposits in 
the cities. 

The trust companies, confined mostly 
to the large cities, show deposits for 
1906 of $72,218,410.16, and for 19% of $74,- 
ne a a falling off in 1906. of $2,012,-

This falling off of deposits in the large 
cities is accounted for by the growing 
tendency to nationalize the State banks 
of the cities. This has been done in a 
number of instances in the past year. 

The reports show the total resources 
of the State and private banks and trust 
companies July 10 last, to be $337,394,- 
Of this amount the trust com- 
panies have $133,104,550.58 resources. The 
resources in 1905 were $326,076,- 
The 16 incorporated State’ banks 
in St. Louis have $65,722,632.33 resources; 
have $6,219.555.43 re- 
sources; 8 in St. Joseph have $8,703,432.85 
resources; 800 outside of St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City and St. Joseph have $115,761,- 
944.33: resources, and 735 private banks in 
the State have $7,882,870.46 resources,

New York Mayor Homeward 
Bound +o Take Hand in 
Gubernatorial Race. 


PARIS, Sept. 1.—After 11 weeks’ vaca- 
tion in Europe, Mayor George B. Mc- 
Ciellan of New York, will sail for home 
today on the St. Paul, prepared to sup- 
port and fizht for Jerome.as a candidate 
for Governor of the State, if the Demo- 
cratic convention nominates him. 

“Tl am going home,’ he said, “to fight 
for decency in politics and deceficy in 
Democracy. and my friends are going 
to fight with me.’’ 

The Mayor said‘he had no direct re- 
cent information on the situation, but 
seen nothing to change the views 
he held when he left for New York. 

“IT thought then and I think now,’” he 
said, *‘that Jerome would be the strong- 
ost candidate before the convention and 
before the electorate. He has made an 
excellent fight in the peoples’ interests 
for decent, politics. 

‘Tl think the people of the State want 
him as a candidate for Governor and, if 
nominated, he will make a_ splendid 
fight. I speak as a Democrat.” .

Deaths Since Lroquois Fire.. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 1—‘The largest 
death roll since the month of the Iro- 
quois Theater fire,"" summarizes the re- 
port of Coroner Hoffman for the month 
of August. There were 308 deaths in 
Covk County, as against 338 for July 
and 356 for April, the next largest 
month. The increase in the death rate 
is attributed to the excessive heat. 
There were 27 deaths by heat, as against 
one for the month of July. Suicides al- 
so increased wi the hot weather. 
There were 39 during August, more than 
for any month save February, when 
there were the same number.

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HIT THE BRIDGE ARBITRARY. 

The railroad rate regulation bill having gone into 
effect, the business men of St. Louis should take 
up for action as soon as it is practicable the sug- 
gestion that an appeal be made to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for the abolition of the 
bridge arbitrary and any other discriminations 
which may exist in the present rates ‘of the Ter- 
minal Railways. 

The new law forbids. discrimination in rates and 
empowers the Interstate Commerce Cominission to 
make reasonable rates. ‘That discrimination does 
exist against St. Louis has been demonstrated thor- 
oughly by the Municipal Terminal Commission, and 
is‘ admitted by the railroad men. The concessions 
in the present schedule are based upon the admis- 
sion of discriminations and are accompanied with 
the promise of the final abolition of the bridge dit- 
ferentials. It can easily be proved that St’ Louis 
is the only city which suffers from a special bridge 
arbitrary. It can be shown that some of the rail- 
roads using the St. Louis bridges absorb: this arbi« 
trary—it appears nowhere in their rates. ‘These 
facts ought to make the abolition of all existing 
discriminations an easy matter if they are properly 
presented to the commission. 

But before a step is taken, the plans of the busi- 
ness men should be well laid. They should ascertain 
all the facts and have the discriminations so clearly 
and convincingly set forth that the commission can- 
not refuse the relief sought. As the Post-Dispatch 
has frequently said, it is vain to wait for voluntary 
action on the part of the railroads. It is vain to 
look for the kind of campaign which will insure 
success in the immediate future from the Municipal 
Terminal Commission as at present organized. This 
is properly its work, but in view of its methods 
of dealing with the railroads, it would be well. for 
the business men to take up this matter through 
their own organization. Let the demand for jus- 
tice come ‘from the active business men of St. Louis. 
With the right sort of representation before the 
Interstate: Commerce Commission, coupled with. the 
suit under the anti-trust act now pending in the 
Federal courts, and with the authorization of the 
free bridge, St. Louis should realize her aspirations 
for commercial freedom from the oppressive bridge 
monopoly.

In each of these cases of -wholesale disaster in 
Missouri, Illinois and Pennsylvania, State inspec- 
tion was a mere form. The inspector took every- 
thing for granted the bank wrecker showed him 
and made no investigation calculated to / protect 
either the public or honest banking.. His methods 
created the opportunity the law was intended to 
prevent, ! ee

NEW YORK PRESS COMMENT ON BRYAN’S’ 
SPEECH. 





The Evening Post: One really feels 
like calling in Monsieur Distingo, or bet- 
ter. perhaps, Touchstone, to comment 
upon Mr. Bryan’s speech last night. It 
has such a multiplicity of aspects, it 
invites too many distinctions and quali- 
fications, that a summary opinion of it 
is almost certain to be wrong. 

To adopt the ‘Touchstone 
ihen, we would say that “In 


manner, 
respect 


i that it is a speech against the Republi- 


can party, it Is a good speech.’ 

“In respect that the speech is a par- 
tisan Democratic speech,’’ Touchstone 
would continue, “I like it very well.” 

Falling upon existing political condi- 
tions, Mr. LBrvyan’s appeal is shrewdly 
timed. It will doubtless aid the Demo- 
crats in the congressional elections. All 
told. and looking purely at the party ef- 
fect of. Mr. Bryan's home-coming 
speech, it will have to be pronounced 
shrewd and forcible. 

But honest Touchstone Would be com- 
pelled to proceed: ‘In respect that it is 
a speech of a sober and constructive 
statesman, it is a very vile speech.” 
The new Bryan has the chief fault of 
the old. He is provocatory, not to say 
inflammatory, but wholly vague. He 
rouses passions without directing them. 
He puts forth a_ tremendous scheme, 
without showing any sign of having 
thought it through, and without indicat- 
ing a single detail. He is in a great 
stute of excitement about plutocracy, 
but just how he is to put a hook in its 
snout, one reads his speech in vain to 
find out. Roosevelt himself could not 
be more indefinite on that subject. And 
as for his plan of Governnfent owner- 
ship of all the trunk Iines, with the 
states to own the railroads wholly with- 
in thefr. own borders, he jauntily pro- 
jects it before the crowd without ‘giv- 
ing 2 hint how the immensely difficult 
problems of mahagement and financing 
are to be solved. 

In all this new Bryan shows himself 
as sadly lacking as the old. Hence, he 
still falls far short of our great politi- 
cal philosopher's definition of a state:- 
man. Mr. Bryan is, indeed, Burke's

CAUSED BY BLAZE 


Women Faint, Mon Fight, Hun- 
dreds Swelter in Locked 
Cars at Standstill, 





TRAIN CREWS FIGHT FIRE 





Hysterical and Swooning Per- 
sons Carried Bodily From 
Cars to Platform. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 1.—There were ex- 
citing. scenes in the subway last night 
as the result of a fire on a southbound 
express train at the Fourteenth street 
station. 

Traffic was ticd up for 35 minutes.and 
condition became so intolerable on many 
of the trains that passengers threat- 
ened to attack the conductors and wreck 
the cars if they were not allowed to dis- 
embark and make their way along the 
trucks tuo the stations. 

Some of the conductors refused to 
open doors or move the trains so that 
the passengers could get off, and it was 
only after women had fainted that .they 
gave in and the trains groped slowly 
through the smoke that filled the tube 
to the stations. Many trains were stalled 
until traffic was resumed and hundreds 
of passeigers had to swelter in the cars, 

Stifling smoke filled the subway from 
about Twenty-third street to the Brook- 
lyn Bridge station. Trains were stalled 
all along the line and thousands of 
people sweltered and fumed and choked 
in the oars. — 

The fire was caused at the Fourteenth 
street station by a short circuit in the 
motor box of the sixth Car of the train. 
There was a sharp report, followed by a 
Sheet of bluc tame, which shot from 
underneath the car and enveloped the 
rear platform. The motorman heard the 
report and brought the train to a stand- 
still before the first cur had passed 
the nlatform. 

The blue flame, which lighted up the 
Subway, scared the passengers; women 
screamed and fainted, while men made 
au bee line for the doors and fought their 
Way out to the platform. The guards 
and stationmen had. to look after the 
women and get them out of the burning 
car. Those who had fainted and the 
hysterical ones had to be carried out 
bodily. 

The current on the third rail was 
quickly turned off. and the train crew 
fought the fire with sand for 20 min- 
utes before it was under control. The 
train was then started down town. Be-= 
fore it reached the Brooklyn Bridge it 
got afire twice, at the Astor Place and 
the Spring Street Station. No passen- 
gers were aboard it then, but a num- 
ber of people -who were waiting for 
trains fled to the street.

CITY MAY PUTIN 
GASLIGHT- PLANT 


Less Than One-Fourth of Pub- 
lic Lighting Is by Elec- 
tricity Now. 





TREES SHADE ARC LIGHTS 


This May, Cause Residence Dis- 
tricts to Have Incandes- 
cent Lamps.. 


Information just supplied by Thomas’ 
Carter, Supervisor of City Lighting, to | 
the Board of Public Improvements shows 
that the present method of lighting the 
city will be materially changed if an 
electrical municipal lighting piant is ob- 
tained. Less than one-fourth of the 
city is now lighted by electricity. The 
money spent annually for gas in light- 
ing the sireets is $438,951.53. Only $109,- 
987.70 is now spext for electric lights. 

All plans hitnerto discussed for a 
municipal lighting plant have contem- 
plated electric lighting only. Experts 
point out thatthe are light is entirely 
unavailable in the residence’ districts 
where trees abound, becaus? a single 
tree will shade a large area from a sin- 
gle light. For this reason it is possi- 
ble that the estimates for the munici- 
pal lighting plant will contemplate light- 
ing the residence sections of the city 
with incandescent lights. mae 

The feasibility of installing a munici- 
pal gas plant is being discussed also by 
the city officials. They, however, point 
gut that such a plant would be so ex- 
pensive that gas would have to be sup-; 
plied to private consumers to justify the 
outlay. 


Lights and Costs, 


The information supplied by Lighting 
Supervisor Carter shows how the city is 
lighted’ at present in all parts and the 
cost of the lighting. The statistics are 
as follows:
